To  acquaint  other  research  agencies  and  the  public  with  results  of  its  own 
research  having  important  practical  applications,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  issuing  a  series  of  brief  reports  designated  as  Research  Achievement  Sheets. 
Each  deals  with  a  separate  subject,  which  is  presented  in  popular  style  in  a  single 
page  of  text.  Reference  data  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  sheet  give  the  names  of 
persons  and  research  units  which  conducted  the  work,  the  cost  and  estimated 
value  of  the  discovery,  and  its  present  status  and  application.  Some  of  the  sheets 
deal  with  outstanding  research  achievements  of  the  past ;  others  report  results  of 
recent  work.  There  are  also  citations  to  publications  giving  further  details  if 
desired* 

The  sheets,  of  which  18  have  been  issued  thus  far,  are  sponsored  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Research  Administration.
